4 STRONG EFFORT TO BE MADE 
AGAINST FREE COINAGE 


THE GOLD BUGS WANT DELAY. 


The House Committce Is Packed Against 
Free Coinageo--The Force Bill—The 
Columbus Building Bill. 


WASHINGTON, January 28.—[Special.]—It 
developed today that a strong effort will be 
made to smother the free coinage bill in the 
coinage committee of the house. 

The bill passed the senate two weeks ago, 
and should have been reported to the house 
before this. It was, however, held by the re- 
publicans in order that it might have the effect 
of forcing the western republican senators in 
line with their party on the force bill. 

The force bill now being in its grave, the 
house committee met this morning to consider 
the silver bill. At the organization of this 
congress the house committee was packed 
against free coinage..It aided in kill- 
ing the free coinage bill in the senate 
passed last session, and now the republican 
majority of this committee seem determinéd 
to prevent a vote on free coinage direct again 
this session. 

They showed their hand this morning when 
& hearing on the question was given to a Bos- 
ton delegation. 

The free coinage men wanted to fix tomorrow 
for a vote in committee on reporting the bill 

_ tothe house, but the gold bug majority in- 
) sisted that every one}who desired it should be 
given ahearing by the committee before it 
acted. This means nothing more than that 
they want to consume the remainder of 
the session in hearings, and thus prevent 
a report uponjthe bill until too late for action 
by the house. Such action. was suggested by 
“Mr. Harrison in order that he might be relieved 
ofthe embarassment of having eitherjto sign 
or veto the bill.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., January 28.—In_ the 
house yesterday the resolution recently pre- 
sented insttucting the senators from L[llinois 
to vote against the federal election bill in the 
interest of the world’s fair, in view of the 
stand taken by various state legislators in re - 
fusing to make appropriations for the fairif 
the election bill was passed, was taken up. 
Representative Springer, democrat, who in- 
troduced it, in arguing in favor of its passage, 
said: 

‘In casting your votes for this resolution ag 
will be doing that which, in all probability, 
will seal the fate of the force billin the senate 
of the United States. If you gentlemen, on 
the other side of the house who represent 
Chicago, expect any favors from this side of 
the house, in regard to the fair, you must 
properly record yourselves on this resolution 
today. [Cries of ‘bulldozing! bulldozing!’ 
from the republicans. } 

‘‘T say if our senators in Washington vote for 
this force bill, after this resolution is passed 
today, this side of the house will not vote a 
dollar for an Lilinois exhibit at the world’s 
fair.’’ 

This last remark of Mr. Springer caused 
somewhat of ja sensation on the republican 
side, butas the previous question had been 
ordered the debate was closed and there was 
no opportunity for any one to answer. On the 
call of the rol] the resolution was adopted by 
a vote of 77 yeas to 73 nays—a strict party 
yote, the three farmers not voting.

THE EIGHT-HOUR ORDINANCE. 
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The Workingmen of Chattanooga Are 
After Some of the Politicians. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 28.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The workingmen of the city are inter- 
ested in an ordinance which was passed the 
20th instant, making eight hours constitute a 
day’s work for all employes of the city in any 
manner who are employed by theday. The 
ordinance also includes employes on work let 
by contract to the city, but no existing con- 
tract|to be affected. All made now and in the 
future are to have the clause that eight hours 
constitute a days’ -work. 

In the ordinance adopted, it was provided 
that no laborer — receive less than $1.20 
for eight hour’s work. 

Several aldermen voted against the ordi- 
nance and the federation of trades have their 
names onthe list. Alderman Mitchell, who 
will be a candidate for nomination by the re- 
publicans for mayor next fall, cooked his 
goose several months in advance.

4 LITTLE CONVERSATION BETWEEN 
DINGLEY AND PAYNE 


A Newspaper Correspondent Relates What 
He Heard Two of the Silver Pool 
Committee Talking About. 


WASHINGTON, January 28.—General H. V. 
Boynton testified before the silver pool investi- 
gating committee today that he had senta 
message to Mr. Dunnell, of The New York 
Times, on which the dispatch was based, stat 
ing that Dingley and Payne had said if th 
had known Senator Vest would implicate M 
Cameron they would not have called him, 
Witness said he accepted the full responsi- 
bility for it, though he would not himself have 
used just this language. ' 

THAT LITTLE CONVERSATION, 

In response to Mr. Dingley, General Boyn- 
ton said that a gentleman of as good a reput% 
tion as any man in that town, who was hee 
by summons of the committee, said to him 
that being in the room he had heard—h» 
wished particularly to say had not overheatd— 
& conversation between Dingley and Payne, 
It was to the effect that Dingley and Payne weré 
talking in regard to the testimony that had 
come out affecting Senator Cameron, and each 
Was apparently explaining to the other thai, he 
had no knowledge or expectation that such 
testimony was to come out, expresé#ing surprisé 
at the testimony and practically apologizing to 
each other that it had come out in the investi- 
gation. He, therefore, said Dunnell was justi- 
fied in sending out the dispatch. 

Mr. Boynton declined to give the name of 
his informant. 

Mr. Dingley suggested that it was entirely 
possible that he might have said that he 
regretted exceedingly that any congressman 
should have done any act which made j* 
necessary thateuch factsshould be brought out 
But that was very different from the statemen¢ 
that the committee would have kept the testi- 
mony out or had purposely delayed it. Thay 
was totally untrue, as a matter of fact. Both he 
and Payne wanted to continue the hearing on 
Monday, but Mr. Oates wanted an adjourn- 
nent. | 

GENERAL BOYNTON’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Boynton was then permitted to make a 
statement in connection with a matter, which 
he had for some time been endeavoring to 
make. He said that the day before the inves- 
tigation began, Mr. Stevens, who was in the 
same Oftice with him, received a message that 
it was the desire of the committee that he 
(Stevens) should either be late next day or pro~ 
long his testimony. The purpose of the com- 
mittee was to adjourn immediately after the 
conclusion of his testimony until next Wednes- 
day, because Mr. Vest would not appear and 
give his testimony in reference to Mr. 
Cameron until after the following Tues- 
day. Witness had heard the same 
thing two or three days before. 
Taking all these things together, he thought 
the conclusion anetvel at very reasonable. 

In response to a suggestion as to where the 
committee could get at the information, Gen- 
eral Boynton suggested that a good deal of in- 
formation might be got out of Mr. Tanner and 
Representative Abner Taylor. The commit 
tee might also get some information from tele- 
grams sent by Littler, Tanner and others. 

WALTER STEVENS TESTIFINS. 

W. 5B. Stevens, Globe-Democrat correspon- 
dent, was recalled and detailed the conversa- 
tion previously referred to between Dockery 
and himself, in which a delay in the testimony 
was suggested. He stated that that suggestion 
for delay in the testimony did not come from 
the committee or any of its members, and Mr. 
Dockery did not so assert. 

THE CONVERSATION RELATED. 

Mr. Stevens said that the gentleman to 
whom General Boynton had referred with re- 
spect to the Dingley-Payne conversation was 
himself. It was a partial conversation. Then, 
turning to Mr. Dingley, he said: ‘You began 
talking in a whisper; became more earnest; 
raised your voice and were talking loud before 
you got through. I heard Mr. Dingley say 
something to this effect: ‘It was an entire 
surprise tome (meaning the Vest testimony). 
I did not know he was going to testify to any 
such thing as that.’ You (turning to Payne) 
said: ‘I had noidea what he was going to 
say.’ It struck me asif you were each taken 
by surprise and were trying to explain to each 
other. There seemed to be expressions that 
the circumstances under which the testimony 
was brought out were peculiar, and, that 
you regretted the time at which it was 
brought out.” 

IT BROUGHT THEM TO THEIR FEET. 

There was a general interruption by mem- 
bers of the committee at this point. Dingley 
and Payne said that while they may have said 
something of the sort testified to by Stevens, 
they had no purpose except to get at all the 
information as promptly as pessible and they 
thought the publications were not justified. 

Representative Dockery said that the state- 
ment of Mr. Stevens, with regard to a desire 
to delay Senator Vest’s testimony, was 
substantially accurate though he _ did 
not think he had _ said Mr. Vest 
did not want to testify. He (Dockery) 
probably expressed his own desire not to 
testify until Wednesday. He did not mean to 
convey the impression that the committee 
desired that. 

“Yes,”’ said Mr. Dockery, “I wanted to 
filibuster against time.’’ 

WHY DOCKERY DESIRED DELAY. 

In response to a question, Mr. Dockery said, 
in explanation of his course: ‘Certainly I 
did not want to bring out the testimony con- 
cerning Cameron until Wednesday. I have 
no concealment about that now. During the 
time the resolution was pending before the 
committee I formed a belief that there were 
parties who might desire to use that testi- 
mony in respect to another Dill. I 
was informed by a senator that 
another gentleman had approached him (I do 
not use ‘approach’inan offensive way) and 
suggested to the senatorthat it would be just 
as well to let the resolution for an investiga- 
tion drop. To that suggestion the senator ap- 
proached replied that he could not. afford 
to do that, and that he wanted the resoMtion 
pushed. The senator then asxed the gentle- 
man why he wanted it dropped. This man 
replied that he did not care 
about it himself, but that he 
understood that some of the ‘boys’ had 
bought silver, and the impression the senator 
got was that they were nervous and wanted 
the thing dropped. When asked to say who 
the ‘boys’ were the gentleman named two 
representatives. The conversation was given 
to me,and thereupvn I pushed the resolution.” 

WORKING FOR THE FORCE BILL. 

‘“Now I will state, very frankly, why I wished 
the testimony delayed. I believe thatinfluence 
were being brought on the senator in question 
(meaning a senator who was said to be con 
nected with the siver speculation) to make 
him vote for the force bill,and so I wanted 
the investigation delayed in the 
hope of getting one more vote. It 
was just a straw which proved 
very su tial, and I want it distinctly un- 
derstood that I had no assurances whatever,

Fayetteville, which closed its doors a few 
weeksago. From all appearances the outlook 
for President Moore is not the least bright, 
and the developments that are now coming to 
the surface are startling. One rumor is that 
Mr. Moore borrrowed $106,000 of the bank’s 
Capital stock of $160,00. The fact that Mr. 
Moore has been arrested on the charge of em- 
bezzling $106,000 of the bank’s funds is suffi- 
cient foundation for the rumor. 

Mr. Moore was arrested Monday by a United 
States commissioner, and his preliminary trial 
was to take place yesterday. 

Parties coming in today relate a sad incident 
of the bank failure as coming under their ob- 
servation on the train.’ Among the passengers 
was a lady whose actions attracted the atten- 
tion of all. She proved to be a widow, Mrs. 
Roberts by name. Her husband died a few 
months ago and left her an insurance policy of 

$2,000. She secured the money and was per- 

snaded to put it in the People’s bank. She did 
so on the very day the bank failed, and the loss 
ofthe money upset her mind on the train. She 
sang songs, ridituling Moore, and said he had 
@ gold watch and chain, but was afraid to wear 
them for fear of being robbed. 


HE WAS ASSASSINATED. 


Town Marshal Ward, of Greenville, Miss., 
Murdered by a Negro. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., January 28.—[Special.] 
A horrible assassination occurred at the town 
of Leland, twelve miles east of this city, at 1 
o’clock this morning. 

Town Marshal Ward was returning to his 
home unaccompanied. All was apparently 
quiet. On turning the corner on one of the 
streets a negro stepped out and fired upon him, 
shooting him in the bowels, the ball passing 
nearly through him and lodging against the 
skin in his back. 

The negro ran after firing. The officer did 
not fall, but staggered, and on recovering him- 
self firéd two shots at his black assassin, but 
does not know whether either hit him or not. 
The ofticer did not recognize him. 

He has been conscious all day, but at 6 
o'clock this evening a telegram announced 
that he was sinking fast and could not recover. 
There is no clue to the assassiD.

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SCENES AT THE PIT 


WHERE OVER ONE HUNDRED MEN 
LOST THEIR LIVES. 


HEARTRENDING WAILS OF WOMEN 


As the Bodies of Their Loved Ones are 
Brought to the Surface—Noble Work 
of the Rescuing Party. 


Younewoop, Pa., January 28.—One hundred 
and seven bodies have been taken from the 
ill-fated mine No. 1, of Frick & Co., at Mam- 
moth, up to 10 o’clock this morning. It is 
estimated that there remains at least seventeen 
more victims of yesterday’s explosion still in 
the pit, but it is thought all will be out in a 
few hours. Nobody slept at Mammoth last 
night. Inevery home in the little mining 
hamlet there was mourning, yet there was no 
demonstration. Little one-story houses, scantily 
furnished, were illuminated with tallow 
candles, and mother, wife, sister or sweetheart 
sobbed in silence. They only know a mysteri- 
ous accident has befallen them. They cannot 
see the dead; they have little care for the liv- 
ing; their grief is deep and keen. 

After the explosion yesterday, news of the 
awful fate of scores of miners at work in the 
Shaft spread rapidly among the mines and 
miners’ homes. Couriers carried the dreadful 
news hither and thither, and families were 
dashed from the comforts of home into the 
depths of grief and despair. 

The scene at these miners’ cottages can 
readily be imagined by those who have known 
griefin its more formidable forms, but no 
artist’s pen can correctly picture it. 

AT THE MOUTH OF THE PIT. 

Within an incredibly short time the en- 
trance to the shaft wasswarmed with eager, 
anxious crowds of men, women and children, 
some of whom could only, with great diffi- 
culty, be kept at a safe distance, as the bodies 
of the victims, mangled by the terrible force 
of the explosion, or burned almost out of 
human semblance, were brought from the 
yawning depths. 

The crowd of watchers pushed forward to 
the pit for a glimpse of recognition. The 
hearts of wives and sisters stood still for fear 
their loved ones were among the dead. The 
more disinterested ones quailed before the 
scene. Tears coursed down bronzed and 
bearded cheeks and were dashed away by 
brawny hands that had swung the pick for 
many years. 

WORK OF THE RESCUERS. 

The rescuing party proceeded with their 
grim task, and the crowd of silent watchers 
looked on. It was one of those scenes which, 
once witnessed, remains forever impressed 
upon the memory of the spectator. 

This catastrophe, while involving more than 
five times the loss of life occasioned by the 
Dunbar disaster, differs in many respects from 
the latter. At Dunbar the explosion set fire 
to the mine and the shaft for days and weeks 
was a roaring furnace, adding horrors to the 
great fatality. In yesterday’s occurence this 
was not the case, and by the perfect work of 
the fan, pure air was forced iuto the mine, and 
the work of rescuing was permitted to begin 
at once. 

Fifty coffins arrived from Pittsburg this 
morning, and another half-hundred will reach 
here tonight. An additional order for twenty- 
five more was sent this morning. 

THE CORONER INVESTIGATING. 

The cause of the explosion has not yet been 
determined. The coroner is on the ground, 
and a thorough investigation will be made. 
No arrangements have yet been made for the 
funerals. The victims will be buried by the 
company. Many of the unfortunates are Hun- 
garians, and will be sent to Scotdale for in- 
terment. 

WHAT CAUSED THE EXPLOSION. 

The rescuing party is working with heroic 
energy, and the wreck in the shaft is being 
fast cleared up. An official of the Frick Com- 
pany said this morning: 

‘‘It may never be known how or why the 
explosion occurred. An accumulation of fire 
damp was probably the cause, but it was never 
known to exist in any quantity before; in fact 
it may be said that the Mammoth mine has 
been free from damp. Thereisa theory that 
a pocket of natural gas was reached, and that 
the operation of ventilating fans now prevents 
any accumulation of it. Itis not necessary that 
every one in the mine be killed when an ex- 
plosion occurs. The explosive may stay in one 
particular section, and may not permeate the 
entire mine unless the volume is so great as 
to force it toevery part of the pit. In this 
case the gas was confined to one portion, and 
miners who were in other localities escaped.” 

A COMPLETE ANNIHILATION. 

Never in the history of American coal min- 
ing has there been such an unexpected acci- 
dent, with such a complete annihilation of ,all 
within its reach, The Mammoth mine has 
been notable always as being particularly free 
from gas. Hundreds of safety gauge lamps were 
provided for the miners by the company but 
they were never used, as they were regarded 
as unnecessary. In their stead the men wore 
the familiar little open-flame lamps on their 
hats, those small coffee-pot shaped affairs of 
tin which are fastened above the forehead in 
the headgear of the workmen with leaden 
images of the saints to guard them in the 
mine. 

THE BOSS’ LAST ROUND. 

The boss putthe night shift to work and 
found nothing to arouse his suspicion. Fire- 
boss Smith,a man who had worked in the 
mines in Great Britain and this country for 
thirty years, made his usual careful inspection 
of ali the rooms and headings at the customary 
time, between 2 and 3 o’clock in the morning, 
and his reports were on file, indicating every- 
thing safe. igs 

Superintendent Keighley says no man 
living knows the cause of the accident, and it 
will never be known for a certainty. He said 
300 feet from the bottom of 
the shaft the rescuers encountered 
a fall of rock in the gangway 
which was caused by the explosion. Empty 
cars, completely wrecked, were piled up 
ewe me our way through and fell down 
into the dip where the men were work- 
ing, and there we were, constantly falling over 
dead bodies. Not so many were killed by the 
explosion, but the dreaded after-damp came on 
the poor fellows and they succumbed to it. 
This is evident from the fact that only a small

‘BLOOD AT JUG TAVERN. 


4A DESPERATE RIOT NEAR JUG TAV- 
ERN YESTERDAY. 


One Man Killed and Several Badly Hurt. 
Three Young Men Charged With 
Riot—The Particulars. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., January 28.—[Spe- 
cial.|—There has been aterrible fight near 
Jug Tavern. From the accounts that reached 
here the affair assumed the proportions of a 
genuine riot. 

Bad whisky seems to have been at the bot- 
tom of it all. i 

The trouble occurred at Powers’s camps, near 
Jug Tavern, the fight being between railroad 
negroes and white men. The white men went 
from below the Tavern and made a regular at- 
tack upon Powers’s hands. From all ac- 
counts the attack was unusually bloody 
and despeate. Bullets rained like 
hail. One negro was left dead 
in a briar patch near the Tavern and several. 
whites and negroes were badly wounded. 
Some of them will die. 

Two negroes and one white man have been 
arrested. It is impossible to get further 
particulars tonight, but from the rumors that 
reach here, the affair was a desperate one. 

Young Men Charged with Riot. 

Some weeks ago Tol Brooks, with two 
other young men, met in the road an old 
negro who had two wagons of his household 
goods moving to James Wilson’s, and by in- 
sulting words, provoked a difficulty. The re- 
sult led to a riot. 

The negro was knocked down, so it is re- 
ported, and shotat. His beds and beddings 
were broken and torn to pieces. : 

He had warrants issued for the three. Two 
waived trial and gave bail. Brooks fled but 
Marshal Robertson located him at East Point 
last Friday and had him arrested He was 
brought here and lodged in jail Saturday, 
charged with riot and assault with intent to 
murder. 


IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


A Dewson Man Shoots and Kills a Negro— 
The Coroner’s Verdict Was Self-Defense. 
Dawson, Ga., January 28.—[Special.]—Mr, 

Robert Guslin, a young white man in the em- 

ployment of Dr. W. W. Farnum, shot and in- 

stantly killed Jack Morgan, a negro drayman 
at Farnum’s stables. 

The negro was advancing on Mr. Guslin 
with an open knife and threatening to cut 
him, when Guslin picked up a pistol, lying in 
adrawer®of the desk in the livery stable 
office, and shot the negro dead. The coroner's 
sz exonerated Mr. Guslin, finding that the 

illing was in self-defense. 


Accident in Griffin. 

GRIFFIN, Ga., January 28.—[Special.]—A 
miraculous escape from death occurred on the 
Savannah, Griftin and North Alabama railroad 
last night at Senoia. Asthe regular passen- 
ger train from Carrollton, in charge of Con- 
ductor Henry Littleton, was crossing a 
switch in the western partof Senoia, the 
engine struck something in the _ frog 
of the switch, which threw it from the track, 
turning it over on the side. Fortunately no 
one was hurt in the accident, yet it isa miracle 
how the engineer and fireman escaped with 
their lives. The engine broke loose from the 
cars, which saved the passengers a considerable 
shaking up. 

Information reached the city tonight that 
Mr. William Cooper, a conductor on the Sa- 
vannah, Griffin and North Alabama railroad, 
was seriously mashed while coupling cars in 
Carrollton this afternoon. Mr. Cooper is a 
man who has made himself, and friends in the 
bargain, who will regret to learn his misfor- 
tune. At last accounts he was speechless and 
not expected tolive. —

DISCUSSING THE AMENDMENT, 


Proposed by the Minority on the Appor- 
tionment Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 28.—The senate met at 11 
o’clock a. m., which is to be the hour for daily 
meeting forthe remainder of the session unless 
otherwise ordered. 

Mr. Stewart said inasmuch as there was some 
uncertainty as to Mr. Stanford’s position on the 
vote (Monday) to lay aside the cloture rule, he 
wished to have read a telegram written to him by 
Mr. Stanford on Monday morning, but not de- 
livered on account of interrupted telegraphic 
business, The telegram, already published, was 
read. 

House amendnient tothe senate bill referring 
to the court of claims the claim of the Chesa- 
peake Female college, of Virginia, for use and oc- 
cupation of its property from 1861 to 1869 by the 
military authorities of the United States, was con-~ 
curred in and the bill now goes to the president. 

The conference report on the bill for a public 
building at Columbus, Ga., was presented and 

ed to. 

The house apportionment bill was then taken up 
and Mr. Hale, who had reported it from the census 
committee, explained and advocated the house 
bill and argue ainst the amendment proposed 
by the minority of the committee. 

DAVIS REPLIES TO HALE, 

Mr. Davis replied to Mr. Hale and restated 
some of the considerations why the amendments 
of the minority 0 the committee should be agreed 


to. 

Mr. Gorman agreed with Messrs. Hale and 
Washburn that there was no politics in the bill. The 
only question was whether its frame-work did exact 
justice to all states of the union. He 
expressed his belief that on the whole the 


work fairly and well; but nevertheless he was 
convinced that the enumeration of New York 
city was defective to the extent of 200,000; and he 
thought that no sufficient reason had been 
given why the requestof the state and mu- 
nicipal authorities fora recount had not been 
complied with. 

Mr. Carlisle suggested a question which oc- 
curred to him as likely to arise from the fact o 
the apportionment as being made in the same 
year that the census was taken. That was 
whether the election of presidential electors in 
November, 1892, would be based on the then 
number of representatives in congress, or On the 
number as it would be on4thof March, 1893. 
Mr. Davis said he had not considered that{ques- 
tion, but that same question must have arisen 
every ten years. 

Mr. Carlisle insisted that it had not arisen be- 
fore, as this was the first time that an apportion- 
ment bill passed the same year that the census was 
taken. He submitted the question to the consid- 
eration of senators on the other side. 

Mr. Gorman remarked that he had not given 
vlose attention to that question, which was, how- 
ever, a very important one. If the bill required to 
be amended in that respect, the amendment 
ought to be made now. 

THE CENSUS NOT CORRECT, 

Mr. Vance argued from the fact developed in 
the state of North Carolinathat the} census was 
not correct, and that if the apportionment was 
made on that census it would be a false and incor- 


rect one. 

Mr. Pasco made a similar argument based on 
the defective enumeration in Florida. 

Mr. Hale took up the question suggested by Mr. 
Carlisle as to the operation of the bill upon the 
electoral college, and stated that there was a per- 
fect analogy between the present bill and the ap- 
portionment bill passed in 1872, under the ninth 
census, and that in that case the electoral college 
was on a basis of increased representation—293 
instead of 243. 

Mr. Carlisle remarked that if the next presi- 
dential election was very close,andif Nebraska, 
for instance, should choose in November, 1892, 
three more electors than she was entitled to, and 
if other states elect one or two more electors than 
they were now entitled to, the result of the presi- 
dential election might be determined by the vote 
of those additional electors. He submitted that, 
under the constitution (which'could‘not be changed 
by any law, no matter what language might be 
employed) each state was entitled only to that 
number of electors which corresponds with the 
number of representatives and senators, at the time 
that electors were chosen. Mr. Hale, besides the 
analogy in 1872, found analogies in 1852 and 1832, 
and submitted that there was an unbroken chain 
of precedent in favor of having the number of 
electors correspond with the new apportionment. 

Mr. Carlisle admitted that such precedents were 
of great weight, but still thought that they were 
not conclusive. 

The bill was laid aside after a statement from 
Mr. Hale that he would ask a vote upon it at noon 
tomorrow. 

After a brief executive session the senate ad- 
journed until 11 o’clock tomorrow.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., January 28.—[{Spe- 
cial.]}—During the year just closed, Milledge- 
ville’s growth was greater than in any other 
year of its history. The old town humped 
itself from the beginning and the improve- 
ment during/that year expressed in percent- 
age, was not less than 50 per cent. It i1m- 
proved itself in every feature and line of prog- 
ress, and straightened itself out fora future 
growth that will be swift and substantial. 
The trade of the town was better than ever 
before, and its businessiecovered a greater 
area. The amount of cotton marketed here 
was fully 50 per cent more than in any previ- 
ous year. The amount of building done was 
up tothe best years of her history, while every 
line of work showed up to better advantage 
than in years. The work of beautifying the 
streets and improving the looks of things in 
genera] has been carried forward with won- 
derful effect by the present city government. 


Cline had the books of the city clerk thor- 
oughly revised; tax assessors were appointed 
by the city council, and the revenues of the 
city were largely increased. The debt of about 
$5,000 that has been hanging over the city for 
several years has been paid by the present 
board, and there is now about $3,000in the city 
treasury.

This will be one of the greatest concerns 
of the kind in the southern states, and will 
manufacture everything in the terra cotta or 
pottery line. 

A company from Augusta, headed by Mr. P. 
W. Pooser, of this city, has purchased the 
block just north of the Georgia railroad, and 
will builda big iron foundry and machine 
works there. These works will be thoroughly 
equipped in every particular, and will bea 
great boom to the city’s growth. 

The new grist mill being erected by W. T. 
Conn & Co. on the Oconee river is receiving 
the finishing touches and will be ready for 
business in a few days. Its capacity will be 
about 1,200 bushels daily. Thenew mill being 
erected at the Georgia railroad depot is also 
nearing completion, andjwill be great acqui- 
sitions tothe city’s list of creative establish- 
ments. 

A stock company has been formed for the 
erection of a new opera house here, which will 
be one of the handsomest structures of the kind 
in Georgia. 

There has been an active demand for prop- 
erty of all kinds and the real estate agents re- 
port a lively business. A good many important 
changes have taken place and everything in- 
dicates that the present year will be of unusual 
prosperity for this city. A numberof elegant 
homes are now in the hands of the builders 
and a great deal of building will be done dur- 
ing the spring. Thereis not a residence or 
business house in the city to rent, while 200 
residences could be rented in thirty days if 
they were ready for occupancy. The town is 
prospering in a way that thrills her people 
with hope and the future will witness here a 
broad and happy city that has risen from the 
ravages of neglect and despair. 
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CONCERNING REPORTERS. 


How to Be One of Them—-What is Re- 
quired. 


Eugene Field. 

Our advice to every young man about to enter 
journalism would be to make his start as a repor- 
ter for some country weekly. That is a splendid 
experience. Reporters for country weeklies get 
from $3 to $15a week. This experience (covering 
six months ora year) should be followed bya 
year’s connection with a daily morning newspaper 
published in a town of not more than 50,000 popu- 
lation; pay from $10 to $20a week. This further 
experience will (or ought to) give the young man 
apn acquaintance with general newspaper work— 
such details as editing telegraph, reading proof, 
writing editorial paragraphs, etc.—kinds of work 
that may not fall to his lot subsequently, but 
which he should know all about. 

If our young friend at Muscatine is dissatisfied 
with his present employment he will never be a 
success atit. He complains of long hours yet he 
says that he is fairly paid. It matters not what 
business he is engaged in, an employe must be 
worth more to his employer than he actually re- 
ceives in compensation for his services. This is 
particularly true in the profession of journalism. 

The weekly pay for reporting for city newspa- 
pers runs all the way from $10 to $60; and there 
is always a splendid chance for good reporters. 
To be a good reporter these qualifications are nec- 
essary: Health, the news instinct, a sense of 
humor, the ability to write a simple style in a leg- 
ible hand, eternal vigilance, temperance, amia- 
bility, patience, determination and ambition. 
Then, furthermore, it behooves the reporter to be 
a constant student and reader, infarming himself 
fully upon every variety of subject that interests 
mankind, Forthe profession of newspaper re- 
porting we have the highest regard, and we find 
pleasure in this opportunity of saying that from 
this companionship of newspaper reporters we 
have derived incalculable profit, for of all classes 
and conditions of men (excepting, perhaps, tho 
printer) the newspaper reporter seems to abound 
most liberally in wit, humor, invention, gener- 
osity, good nature, patience, pluck, fortitude and 
those other qualities and accomplishments which 
do so much toward brightening and bettering 
human life.

COLD STORAGE COMPANIES QUES- 
TION THE LAW. 


The First Contest Growing Out of the Anti- 
Western Beef Legislation of the 
Last General Assembly. 


The cold storage men have taken the license 
tax measure of the last legislatuae to the 


courts. 

The law in regard to cold storage requires 
each and every house to pay the tax before 
proceeding with the business, or, if already in 
business, to pay the tax onthe Ist day of Janu- 
ary of each year. 

Yesterday, Tax Collector Stewart, acting 
under advice of the comptroller general, issued 
fi. fas. against Nelson, Morris & Co., the 
Armour Packing Company andthe Atlanta 
Beef Company, for the $500 each, for license 
due and unpaid. 

The act as passed by the last legislature 
reads: 

“Upon all packing houses doing acold storage 
business in this state, whether carried on by the 


, owners thereof, or their agents, $500 in each 


county, where said business is carried on. 

The original bill made it $1,000, but after a 
hard fight the license was reduced to the pres- 
ent figures. 

Adyised By Comptroller Wright. 

The law makes it an offense for any individ- 
ual or corporation to conduct any such business 
without having first paid the license, and the 
penalty in each case is a fine of $1,000, half to 
go for the payment of the tax and the remain 
der for the costs of collection. i 

These companies knew of the law, and that 
the license was required to be paid on or before 
January Ist, but they decided to take the 
matter undcr advisement. 

Tax Collector Stewart being advised by 
Comptroller General Wright to proceed at 
once to collect the license, rather than wait 
until the court convenesin March, precipitated 
the contest. 

As the tax is a state tax for county purposes, 
his action will probably be followed by simi- 
lar proceedings in Macon, Augusta and Sa- 
vannah. 

THE LINE OF DEFENSE. 

Messrs. N. J. & T. A. Hammond have been 
ener by the companies to defend them, 
and on account of the illnesss of Attorney 
General Lester, Mr. John W. Cox will 
represent the state. 

The line of defense will be that these com-

subject to the penalty for non-payment.

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The World’s Fair and the Bayonet Bill. 

When Tux CONSTITUTION some months 
ago proposed that the south institute a 
business boycott against the north in the 
event that the force bill became a law, 
there were many to endorse the proposition 
and many to laugh at it. Even some of 
our esteemed southern contemporaries 
raised their lily-white hands in horror at 
the suggestion, and yet the substantial en- 
dorsement that it received enabled THE 
CONSTITUTION to carry out to perfection 
the plan it had in view. It accomplished 
precisely what it started out to accom- 
plish, and it is natural that we should 
regard the boycott as quite a feather in 
Tue CONSTITUTION’S Cap. 

Under the circumstances, we may be 
pardoned for briefly referring to the matter 
here. When the boycott suggestion was 
made, public opinion at the north was in a 
state of profound torpor so far as the force 
bill was concerned, The business men— 
the conservative elements—were not inter- 
ested in the fate of the bill one way or 
another. If they discussed the matter at 
all, it was in a passive way. It was a 
piece of political legislation affecting the 
south, and they were not interested in 
the outcome. 

Such was the situation. So far as any 
serious expression of opinion was con- 
cerned, the whole north might have been 
judged to be in favor of the force bill, and 
4t is certain that the partisan republicans 
were pushing that infamous measure in the 
belief that it met the wishes of a majority 
of the people north It was at this 
juncture that THe CoNSTITUTION brought 
forward its boycott proposition. It was 
intended not only to test the public opin- 
fon of the north, but to precipitate discus- 
sion and to give the people of that sec- 
tion an idea of the real nature of the 
bill, and of the real extent of the opposi- 
tion of the southern people. 

We need not say that the purpose of the 
boycott suggestion was successful. That is 
a matter of history. It aroused the atten- 
tion of the whole country, and the force 
bill became the subject of discussion in 
the counting rooms and in the business 

places of the north. The sentiment of op- 
position that really existed flared into ac- 
tion as if a torch had been set to a train 
of powder, and the fact was soon made 
manifest that the conservatives and busi- 
ness elements of the north were unani- 
mously opposed to the infamous measure. 
Opposition that had been passive became 
active, and when election day fell, the 
northern people gave the republican party 
a touch of their temper from which that 
organization will not soon recover. 

Considering these things, THe ConstTI- 
TUTION naturally feels complimented by 
the fact that certain republican organs are 
comparing the attitude of the democratic 
legislatures of the country toward the Chi- 
cago fair with this journal’s boycott proposi- 
tion. These legislatures have decided, 
and very properly, to withhold the appro- 
priation of their respective states to the 
World’s Fair until after the fate of the 
force bill ia settled. This action is not at 
all pleasing to the comspirators who are 
determined to push the infamous force bill 
through, if partisan recklessness and sec- 
tional hate and rancor can accomplish 
that end. 

Eliott F. Shepard, the tin colonel of the 
republican party, regards this new develop- 
ment as the sign of war, and he once 
again informs Mr. Benjamin Harrison that 
he can have a million men, if necessary, 
to put down the new southeastern rebellion. 
“Let us,’ says the tin colonel, ‘strike 
before the southeast ean be organized 
militarily,’’ and he urges the immediate 
mobilization of troops in every state. 
These ravings are amusing, but it should 
be borne in mind that the tone and temper 
of the tin colonel’s editorials are bur- 
Jesques and not exaggerations of the atti- 
tude of the revolutionary conspirators 
among the republicans. They would crush 
the south if they could, and would 
seize the government by force if they 
dared. The man who, twenty-five years 
after Appomattox, would advocate such a 
measure as the force bill, would not hesi- 
tate to destroy the republic. 

Deacon Richard Smith, of The Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette, is not far be- 
hind the tin colonel of The Mail and Ex- 
press in his denunciation of the attitude 
of the democratic legislatures, and both of 
- them make the mistake of supposing that 
the refusal of the legislatures to make 
appropriations for the Chicago fair is a sec- 
tional movement. The tin colonel of§ The 
Mail and Express gives a partial list of 
' the legislatures that have acted or are 
= about to act. He mentions those of Ten- 
' ypessee, Arkansas, Missouri, Texas, West 
| Virginia, North Carolinia and Alabama, 
| put he omits to mention the legislatures of 
> ‘Winois, Indiana, Wisconsin, New York 
_ and New Jersey. If treason and rebellion 
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Why should either the people of the 
south or of the north make appropria- 
tions for a fair to be held in a state 
whose senators are seeking to fasten on 
the country an infamous piece of war leg- 
islation? If there is treason anywhere it 
has its abiding place in the hearts of men 
who, regardless of public (opinion, regard- 
less of the institutions of the country, 
are making an effort to disfranchise the 
white people of the south. It is natural 
that the republican conspirators should 
howl. This new boycott isnot only not 
sectional, it is the inevitable outcome of 
an attempt to override and ignore the 
will of an overwhelming majority of the 
people of the United States, Galling as 
it may be tu the conspirators, it is noth- 
ing to the boycott that will be placed on 
the republican party when the people 
next have an opportunity to speak at the 


polls. 


The Free Coinage of Silver. 

The argument used more frequently than 
any other against the free coinage of silver, 
by the monomatallists, is that if we have 
free coinage in this country it will be the 
world’s dumping ground for silver, and that 
foreign countries will absorb our gold. 

There is scarcely a community in the 
country in which cannot be found some lit- 
tle two by four fellow, who thinks he is a 
capitalist because he is a small shylock that 
squeezes usurious interest, or extorts exorb- 
itant prices from his neighbor, ready to ad- 
vance this argument. 

We propose to examine this proposition 
in a plain business way and see if there is 
any danger on this score. 

If there is any truth in the statement 
why is not silverdumped in France? That 
government carries the two metals together, 
at equal value, without any interference, and 
by a simple enactment that keeps the gold 
protected, though surrounded by monometal- 
lists on all sides, whe have schemed for years 
to find some plan to embarrass France by 
absorbing her gold. In ordinary transac- 
tions there is no difference between a gold 
dollar and a silver dollar. If you present a 
check on the bank of France, it will pay it 
at the counter in paper notes; if you demand 
a redemption of the bills, the bank will pay 
in silver, and if you demand gold the bank 
charges apremium. Gold then is practically 
at a premium all the time in Paris, for large 
sums. Silver is just as much a legal tender 
in payment of debts as gold. 

If France can protect the gold in her ter- 
ritory why can we not do so? It certainly 
has worked well there. 

But where is the danger of these foreign- 
ers absorbing our gold? It takes two to 
make a contract, and we are not compelled 
to part with our gold unless we want to; and 
if we do, we will havea metal the purchas- 
ing power of which, in this country, is equal 
to gold, or can be made so by law, just as itis 
in France. 

But admitting that it does make this country 


the dumping ground for all the silver in the | 


world, we will then have a currency far more 
satisfactory to the people of this country 
than the currency we now have. No man 
in this country will now, or will then, unless 
for effect, refuse to take silver for anything 
he has tosell. Silver in 1860 was at a pre- 
mium over gold in the United States. A silver 
dollar is not only ‘‘the dollar of our daddies,’’ 
but it has been the current money in all 
countries since and before the dawn of civili- 
zation, until the past twenty-five years. The 
United States, instead of planting itself on a 
high and progressive plane, is pandering to 
a financial policy outlined by the effete 
monarchies of Europe, where the wealth is 
held by a small part of the people and where, 
the scarcer and more different money is 
made, the higher becomes the value of their 
holdings? 

Why should we be always shaping our 
currency to suit foreigners, and leave our 
people without a currency sufficient to carry 
on the business of the country, laying our- 
selves liable to annual panics, and rumors of 
panics. 

We will do well to look to our own country, 
and prepare a suitable currency forit. Two- 
thirds of the silver that forms the silver 
currency of the world is mined in America, 
It is our duty for that reason, if for no other, 
to see that it is-not debased because foreign 
governments ask it. This country will never 
be as independent as it ought to be as long 
as we let foreign powers fix the price on the 
products of our mines and our fields. Give 
our people a proper currency to carry on and 
extend the developments of this country, 
and we will be in such condition that we 
will not care what they may demand across 
the water. 

The free coinage of silver will not give the 
country all it needs, but itis the first step 
to be taken on the line of. redemption, and 
the men who stand in the way of it will 
have to retire. The south and west are full 
of men who have made up their minds on 
this, and they will not be fooled any longer, 


Edueation in the South. 

The census begins to disclose some inter- 
esting facts about the attendance in pnblic 
schools. The official figures ofthe bureau 
of education show a large gain in the school 
attendance of the south while that of the 
west stood still andthat of the North At- 
lantic states decreased. 

It is giving the people of that enlightened 
region something to think about. Why 
their school attendance should be less than 
that of the south is what they would like to 
know. 

In the North Atlantic states, where 22 per 
cent of the population was enrolledin the 
schools in 1870, only 18 per cent is now -en- 
rolled, and in the North Central states, where 
24 2-5 per cent were pupils in 1870, only 22 4-5 
are now. 

In the meantime the south advanced from 
a school enrollment of 6.3 per cent in 1870 to 
18.7 per cent in 1890. The western states 
during the last ten years have remained at 
the 164 per cent enrollinent. 

The schooling of the negro is set down as 
the principal cause of increase, but a minor- 
ity of the people can by no means cover the 
difference between 6.3 and 18.7 per cent, 
The fact is that there is a large increase in 
the school attendance of both white and 
black. 

The bureau of education attributes the de- 
crease in the school enrollment of the north- 
ern states to multiplication of private and 
parochial schools. If this is true, itisa

the government as a 
leaves too little opportunity for the develop- 
ment of originality in these lines on which 
it ismost congenial. In other words, we 
don’t want a stereotyped school system, and 
whatever gives it elasticity is to be cordially 
welcomed. But is this the true explanation 
of the decrease in the school population of 
the northern states? Hardly. It is, at least, 
not the only cause. The large influx of for- 
eigners and the smaller proportion of chil- 
dren to population, owing to the large immi- 
gration of adults must be taken into ac- 
count. 

But to turn our attention to our own af- 
fairs, we have cause for congratulation. Not 
the least of the benefits to follow the an- 
nouncement of the bureau is the tendenty 
which it will have to stop the mouths of 
those previous persons who have made haste 
to proclaim a state of Egyptian darkness in 
this favored region. They have abroad and 
at home proclaimed it so loudly as to give 
a color of confirmation to the belief of some 
northern people that we are all barbarians. 

There is another point and an important 
point developed by these statistics. They 
show not only that the negro has made great 
progress, but that he has exceptional advan- 
tages. Ifthe blacks were ‘‘killed all the 
day long,” as men of the Lodge-Hoar type 
would have the north believe, there would 
be little chance for them to get an eclucation. 
The growth of the negro’s property has been 
often cited as a proof of fair conditions, but 
the school statistics are a much mere power- 
ful argument. The negro has nol. the ac- 
quisitiveness of the white] man and the 
property argument can never attain great 
dimensions, but he is getting a chance for an 
education, and with equal edutation and 
equal laws he has no reason to ‘complain.

Before Deciding Definitely What He Will 
Do He Will Consult With the 
Trustees and Others. 


The negro-college-appropriation controversy 
is hinged very nicely now ppon the decision of 
Governor Northen. 

The responsibility is upon him, individually. 

Of course, a great deal of interest is felt in 
the matter. Aside from the practical impor- 
tance. of it, there is a popular sentiment 
aroused, and a feeling of state pride enlisted. 

Governor Northen, who has been at his Han- 
cock county home for several days past, recov 
ering from his recent illness, returned last 
evening. 

He is greatly improved by the trip, and came 
back in excellent health and spirits. 

“No,” said he, in reply to the question, “I 
cannot say now what will be done about Secre- 
tary Noble’s letter. Of course I have a very 
decided opinion of my own about it. 

“But this is a matter of grave interest to the 


state. I appreciate the responsibility resting 


upon my shoulders, and before hazarding @ 
public cause by my individual action, I wish 
to consider the matter well and to discuss it 
with the trustees of the university and others. 
The university is concerned directly, and the 
judgment of the trustees would have great 
weight in the matter. 

“I am waiting to answer the letter—not be- 
causé my own opinions are not already very 
decided in this matter—but because we must 
act conservatively, taking no uncertain or un- 
dignified position, appreciating the fact that 
this is public money. and state policy. 

“Until I have conferred with the trustees 
and others, it would be unwise to predict the 
result.’’

He 
was in Atlanta en route to Charleston, and he 
wasn’t particularly complimentary in his re- 
marks concerning the railroad schedule that 
made two lay-offs necessary between Chatta- 
nooga and Charleston. 

But he didn’t confine himself to railroad 
schedules. A talk on railroad schedules with 
an expert schedule-maker might be interesting, 
but Mr. Robson’s views on comedy are, I am 
sure, of more value than his views upon any 
other subject. 

I suggested that comedy was serious bus- 
iness. 

“Serious business?’ replied the actor. 
“Why, my boy, comedy is the most serious 
business in the world. Comedy is much more 
serious than tragedy, and, in many cases, is 
much more difficult to render effectively.” 

* t 

I knew something more was coming, sol 
waited. 

“In the first place,’’ Mr. Robson began, ‘I 
have long since discovered that the so-called 
spontaneous comedy is a mere myth; that it 
hedges too closely on the farcical ever to be 
effective, and that, most of all, it, in its very 
nature, defeats its own end—that of effective- 
ness in winning the audience. Hence, we 
conclude that however bright, clever or spon- 
taneous may be the movement of the so-called 
unconscious comedy here in the daily 
round of real life, or however effect- 
ive it may be in the social circle, 
we still must maintain that its efficiency is 
entirely lacking when transferred to the foot- 
lights. 

“Comedy, then, to be effective, must be 
serious, must be studied, must be planned out 
with scrupulous care, with specific attention 
to the arrangement of the minutest details. 

*Do you know the most attractive, the 
most striking, the most successful 
comedy parts that have ever fallen 
under my observation were those that had 
been planned with the most laborious effort. 
There is reason for all this. Comedy finds its 
effectiveness more in situations than in lines. 
The success of the situations depends on the 
attention to detail, grouping, tableaux, 
climax and all else that go to make up the 
stage illusion. Lines follow, then, as a matter 
of course. Hence, I say comedy is the most 
serious business in the world.’’ 

eke 

Then he went on to speak of the tradition 
of the stage and how it favors tragedy. ‘It is 
an unfortunate circumstance,” he argues, ‘‘for 
English-speaking comedians, that all the 
weight of tradition in the literature of the 
stage has been more in favor of tragedy than 
of comedy. Shakspeare, the great master, 
has, and I say it advisedly, done little for our 
art. Itis trne that he created some magnifi- 
cent comedy parts, but in the end the last 
analysis must show that he has centered all his 
wealth of genius on the tragedian. A like 
fashion has set in the taste of our people. We 
all love comedy, but candidly, I do not think 
it has the first place in our hearts. 

‘With the French all isdifferent. Molliere, 
the Shakspeare of the French drama, was 
long known asa clever comedian before he 
was known as a successful writer. When he 
came to be recognized, he stood forth for him- 
self—for his own art; thatis tosay, for comedy. 
Hence, the French comedian of today, under 
the protecting influence of the genius of 
comedy, the greatest tragedian of French dra- 
matic literature, finds a warm, indeed, a first 
place, in the hearts of his countrymen. 

‘‘In France, then, the comedianis the one 
great center in dramatic art and on the stage. 
It is not for me to say whether or not the Eng- 
lish or the French standard of judgment is the 
better. I state a fact, and let you draw your 
own conclusion thereupon.”

“Tell me something about Bronson How- 
ard ?’’ 

“Between Mr. Howard and myself there ex- 
ists the most cordial and delightful friendship. 
I regard his genius very highly indeed. I do 
not hesitate to characterize him as the leader 
of the modern comedy playwrights, Mr.

It will live, because it is linked 
with a spirit of the age. It sets off the foibles 
of today in a fashion that comes home to the 
bearts of every one. Mrs. Kendal—think of 
such an Authority as that—told me in London, 
where she saw ‘The Henrietta,’ that she re 
garded the play as superior to any comedy ever 
written. Then, of course, there are several 
of Howard’s plays that, if not equally famous 
with ‘The Henrietta,’ are at least almost 
equally worthy and ee: 


“Rut ‘The Henrietta,’ you think, is his 
best ?”’ 

‘Yes, in my opinion it reveals Mr. Howard 
in his best strength.’’ 

“Flow was the play written? By contract 
with you and Mr. Crane, or how?” 

“This is the story: Mr. Crane and I were 
playing in New York city one night five years 
ago. Howard was in the audience. We met. 

“Jsaid: ‘We are going to bring out some- 
thing new soon, Mr. Howard. We would, 
however, like to have something from your

‘‘Mr. Howard replied: ‘Gentlemen, you are 
mistaken, both of you. *The part is, in its es- 
sence, I acknowledge, farcical, and has its in- 
spiration in circumstances and details having 
their affinity in farce. But I maintain that the 
effect of the whole is a comedy effect; and so 
earnest am I that this situation shall remain, 
that I would insist that the acting thereof be 
made a special contract between us.’ 

‘‘Well, when Crane and I saw that Howard 
was so deeply in earnest, we said no more, de- 
ciding to await the testimony of a first night's 

erformance. To make a long story short, 

oward was right. The part had the effect he 
desired in the way he desired, and from the 
standpoint that he had outlined—although it 
at first seemed to fly in the face of all our tra- 
ditions.

The Forsyth street bridge is under way. 

Within the next sixty days work will be 
commenced. 

And within six months the bridge will be 
open for pedestrians and vehicles. 

So says the bridge committee of the general 
council. 

That committee had a lengthy meeting yes- 
terday in the mayor’s office, and the bridge 
building in Atlanta was given a thorough dix 

ussion. 

Mr. Turner, chairman, opened the discussion 
by saying: 

*‘General Thomas, of the Nashville, Chatta 
nooga and St. Louis, has been approached con- 
cerning the bridge, and I think all objections 
from that source will be removed.” 

“Ts the objection from that source strong?” 
asked Mr. Rice. 

“It depends entirely, as I understand it,’* 
replied Chairman Turner, ‘‘as to whether or 
not a wagon way is reserved from Marietta 
street down to the depot.”’ 

“‘And from the Forsyth side, too?” asked 
Mr. Rice. 

“I think not,” replied Mr. Turner; ‘‘the hill 
there is so steep that wagons never come that 
way from the depot.’’ 

“T think @ roadway on the other side, Ma 
rietta street, wonld answer,’”’ said Mr. Mo- 
Bride. ‘‘As Mr. Turner says,the Forsyth street 
side is too steep. But what of the other road? 
Do they object?” 

“I think the Messrs. Inman will provide for 
them,’’ answered Mr. Turner. 

‘“‘When can we have the plans ready?” 
asked Mr. McBride. 

‘Within the next two weeks,or a little more, 
maybe. Engineer Clayton is drawing the de- 
signs. Then, too, one of the most expert 
bridge builders in the south is making designs 
for us, and from these we will be able to let 
contractors know just what we want,” said 
Mr. Rice. 

“I am inclined to favor a stone bridge,” said 
Mr. Turner. “Do you think it possible to 
have one ?”’ , 

“I fear not,”” answered Mr. Rice. ‘‘From 
what the engineer and bridge builders say we 
won’t have the space to put up the supports.” 

“‘A fine steel bridge, I should think,” said 
Mr. McBride, “‘will be what we want.”’ 

“‘Andit will cost—?” remarked Mr. Turner. 

“Thirty-five to $40,000,”’ answered Mr. Rice. 
“T think we can make our advertisement, se- 
cure bids and begin work within the 
next sixty days. I am glad tosee the people 
all over the city are not only beginning to 
realize the necessity of that Forsyth street 
bridge, but are urging its construction and 
at once.” 

THE BROAD STREET BRIDGE. 

“T have here,” said Chairman Turner, “a 
resolution calling for immediate repairing of 
Broad street bridge How much shall we 
devote to it?’’ 

“One thousand dol ars.”’ said Mr. Rice. 

‘‘Will that be enough ?” asked Mr. Me- 
Bride. 

“‘An abundance,”’ said Mr. Rice. ‘Chairman 
Turner and myself gave the bridge a careful 
examination with Mr. Grant Wilkins and he 
assurred us that that amount would cover the 
repairs and make the bridge safe until it is re- 
moved.”’ 

‘But I have been informed,” remarked Mr, 
McBride, ‘‘that about $2,500 or $3,000 would 
make the bridge goo for fifty years.’’ 

‘*That’s absurd,’”’ answered Mr. Rice. ‘Mr. 
Wilkins, who is the most expert bridge builder 


in the south, says the bridge can never be re- 
paired further than to make it safe for the 
time being.” 

A thousand dollars were passed up for the 
immediate repairs of the bridge. 

THE NELSON STREET BRIDGE. 

“The Nelson street bridge needs attention, I 
am told,’”’ said Mr. McBride. 

‘We have here a resolution,” said Chairman 
Turner. ‘The bridge isthe best in the city, 
and needs paint; that’s about ail.” 

Two hundred and fifty dollars were appro- 
priated for paint for the bridge.

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET, 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 28.—In Wall street today the 
market afforded another surprise, but it wasin a dif- 
ferent direction from that of yesterday, the relapse to- 
day being as unexpected as the rise and strength of 
yesterday. The opening of the market was active and 
strong with London buyer, but room-traders: were 
lukewarm in their bullish sentiments and later London 
turned seller, which induced some selling by profes- 
sionals. The marketin the forenoon, however, was 
strong throughout and comparatively large transac- 
tions were made, Lackawanna, Missouri Pacific and 
Villards leading the upward movement in the rallroad 
stocks while the advance in sugar stocks was as pro- 
nounced as that of yesterday, each rising nearly 4 per 
cent. The suspicion that these stocks had been bid up 
to sell upon, made headway in the room, however, and 
the temper of the room contigent was early turned, and 
when the attack upon Burlington came it found things 
ripe for a movement in a downward direction. Burl- 
ington was forced off nearly 3 per cent from its best 
figure, with Rock Island in close attendance, but others 
were better held and the losses wére in a few cases 
far more than early advances. The two Grangers 
mentioned were the only stocks which scored any 
material loss, and while the downward 
movement continued with vigor till the 
close of business the general list was, well 
supported, and the few stocks which had been specially 
strong in the forenoon, retained a greater portion of 
their improvement. Manhattan was strong and other 
specialties, including Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg 
failed to decline with the rest. The coal stocks were 
dull with the single exception oMLackawanna and with 
Villards show only slight changes at the close. The 
close was active and heavy to weak at about the lowest 
prices as a rule, though the only marked declines were 
Burlington, 2%,¢e; Rock Island, 1'4c, and Union Pacific, 
l per cent, while sugar refineries are up 2; Pacific 
Mail, 1'4, and Canada Southerni4.

CHICAGO, January 28.—Wheat closes firm and 
with a healthy tone a shade below the highest price of 
the day. New York, Minneapolis and St. Louis reported 
good demand for cash wheat at full prices and sales 
were reported here of 20,000 bushels mixed receipts 
of winter and spring to a local miller.

There is no stauncher democrat on earth 
than General Phil Cook, secretary of state.

His parents 
removed to west Florida, and last year he and his 
young sister raised the means to _ build 
a church in the country where there had never 
been one before, gathered the children of the 
neighbors intoa Sunday school which they mainly 
conducted, and had such other religious services 
as they could secure.

This swelled the grand total to $3,950, The 
sheriff took charge of the business for the 
creditors, and the doors were closed to await 
further legal action. 

The course of the failure dates back to a 
former business misfortune, from the effects 
of which Mr. Pope has never quite recovered. 

Dull trade and other contingencies were the 
immediate causes of the failure.
